Prices  were  a  little  firmer  on  the  Hamburg  auction,  Thursday,  March  10,  than 
last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Deportment  of  Agriculture.     In  most  cases  small  advances 
were  recorded  over  the  level  of  prices  ruling  last  week.     Interest  at  the  auction 
was  stronger  and  a  general  improvement  in  the  tone  of  the  market  was  noted.  Sup- 
plies were  considerably  heavier  then  last  week,  amounting  to  800  "barrels  and  70,500 
boxes  against  1,100  barrels  and  45,000  boxes  last  week  and  11,200  barrels,  103,000 
•boxes  and  12,300  baskets  at  this  time  last  year.    The  light  supplies  of  barreled 
apples  met  with  a  moderate  demand.    The  condition  of  both  boxed  and  barreled  stock 
was  good.    Inquiry  was  moderate  for  the  boxed  stock,  all  varieties  offered  being 
in  liberal  supply.
